However, Jastrow and Pearce 
suggested in their joint state- 
ment that electrical charges 
picked up by Sputnik in its 


flights around the earth may 
be shortening its life. 
Sputnik appeared to be los- 
ing its race around the world 
with its roeket-companion by 
23 minutes today. It appeared 
that the rocket, dropping closer 
to earth—and into a smaller 


orbit, was thereby moving 
ahead in its relative position 
in the sky.

Where Immigrants Count 
fo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


May I give my personal and un- 
solicited testimony in answer to the 
statements spread on the pages of 
Izvestia by Prof. Orest S. Makar, 
who unfortunately is called a St. 
Louisan. Makar said that Russians 
and other Slavs in the United 
States were an oppressed racial mi- 
nority suffering moral and racial 
discrimination. 

Twenty-six years ago I came to 
the United States with my family. 
Before coming to the states, I lived 
in a number of countries in Europe. 
In the United States I had the op- 
portunity to live and work in a 
number of states, to travel and to 
lecture widely, and to visit with 
people of various national back- 
grounds. 

I can sincerely say that in no 
other country in the civilized world 
do immigrants and national minor- 
ities enjoy the freedoms, the op- 
portunities, and the equality which 
they enjoy in the United States. 

In no other country are ability, 
honest work, and achievement rec- 
ognized as readily.

The friendship, the hospitality, 
and the good will extended to new 
citizens in this country are without 
parallel in the history of mankind, 
and the possibility for advance- 
ment, for success, and for happi- 
ness rests entirely with the capac- 
ity of the individual. 

It is natural that the immigrant’s 
qualifications, technical and other, 
will determine the type of work to 
which he will apply himself. To 
maintain otherwise, is proof of 
bad faith. 

Of course, there is no such 
thing as a perfect community in 
any part of the world, and ours has 
some way to go, as the tragic events 
of Little Rock indicate. 

But the same events and the re- 
action they caused, prove that we 
are constantly on the alert to im- 
prove. When everything is taken 
into consideration, the American 
community and way of life are by 
far better than any other in the 
world. 

For more than a quarter of a cen- 
tury I have lived in the United 
States and during this time and 
everywhere I found understanding, 
friendship, appreciation, and equal- 
ity. My children have studied and 
are still studying in various univer- 
sities and colleges in this country. 
Not once were they conscious of 
discrimination, although their 
names pointed them out as children 
of immigrants from Greece. 

On the contrary, because they 
are deserving, they were given 
scholarships which are helping 
them even now in the graduate 
studies. 

. - 

Often enough I visited with peo- 
ple of foreign extraction who have 
reached enviable positions in the 
world of letters, of professions, of 
industry, of commerce, of politics, 
etc. Their names would fill vol- 
umes and their story of success 
makes Europeans wish they could 
immigrate to this country. 


And the most enthusiastic and 
fervent “God Bless America” I ever 
heard came from immigrants of 
Slavic descent in meetings in Cleve- 
land and around St. Louis. 

I believe that I express the sen- 
timents of millions of immigrants 
and new citizens when I say that 
we owe a deep debt of gratitude to 
this country and its people.

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Maneuver and Threat 


It is difficult to regard as anything more than 
a cold war maneuver the Syrian and Soviet re- 
quests for United Nations action to halt an “im- 
pending attack” on Syria by Turkey. The im- 
pending attack bears the earmarks of a fictiog. 
In any case the General Assembly ought by all 
means to order the investigation Syria requests. 
Far better for the U.N. to take jurisdiction than 
for individual nations to do their own “peace 
enforcing” for their own natiohal purposes. 

Secretary Dulles unfortunately did not help 
matters by his “privileged sanctuary” remarks 
at his news conference Wednesday. In declar- 
ing that in the event of a Soviet attack on Tur- 
key the United States would not treat Russia as 
a “sanctuary,” Mr. Dulles brought to mind all 
the other phrases he has made famous—massive 
retaliation, agonizing reappraisal, to the brink. 
This new one, we fear, will return like the 
others to haunt him—and what is worse, haunt 
American interests in many parts of the globe. 

If Mr. Dulles genuinely felt the world were on 
the .verge of war over Turkey and Syria, his 
phrase might be defensible. But he himself dis- 
counted any such feelings at the end of his news 
conference. Why then did he take occasion to 
issue such a bellicose public warning? 

The State Department had formally announced 
to the Soviet Union a week ago that we will 
stand by our Turkish ally if she is attacked. So 
Mr. Dulles was not exactly conveying news to 
Moscow. If it had been necessary to let the 
Russians know specifically that any defense of 
Turkey would mean a counter-attack on Soviet 
territory, the most effective method would have 
been a private and most solemn message. 

The fact that.Mr. Dulles chose the method of a 
flamboyant public statement is disturbing be- 
cause it argues that he must consider this a suit- 
able and fruitful form of propaganda. How can 
he think so? To rattle the hydrogen bomb, which 
is what this kind of statement amounts to these 
days, is to help our enemies depict us as war- 
mongers, and to make our friends question our 
judgment and sense of proportion. 

The Soviets are playing a spurious role when 
they warn the U.N. of a possible attack on Syria 
and/offer to join other members in supplying 
military forces to meet it. The record shows 
that they have themselves incited most of the 
tension in the Middle East. It shows that the 
United States even risked a severe strain on 
the Western alliance to stand by the U.N. in 
halting the attack on Egypt. 

It is only playing into the hands of Soviet 
propaganda to allow this record to become 
blurred by ill-advised bellicosity and reckless 
phrases. The proper American role is to speak 
softly, mend our defenses, and support the U.N. 
to the hilt in the pacification of the Middle East.

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If Freeholder Petitions Are Invalid 

The effort to creat a city-county poard of free- 
holders this fall has run up against a legal de- 
fect so serious it may be fatal. 

The freeholder petitions from St. Louis county, 
when checked by the Election Board, turned out 
to be 2834 names short of the required 7760 
valid signatures. Proponents had hoped they 
would be permitted to make up this shortage 
through a supplementary filing, but Attorney 
General Dalton bas ruled that this is not legally 
possible. A completely new set of valid signa- 
tures must be obtained. 

Whether the defect in the county also rubs off 
op the city, where a sufficient number of signa- 
tures has been certified, is a question Mr. Dalton 
has not touched on; But in his opinion on the 
county petitions he virtually invited an inquiry 
on the status of the city petitions. That invita- 
tion ought to be accepted, and quickly. 

If it develops that the St. Louis petitions no 
longer are valid and that the whole effort thus 
will have to be begun again from scratch, Mayor 
Tucker and Supervisor Matthews ought to as- 
sume leadership of this most important metro- 
politan campaign. The City-County Co-ordinat- 
ing Committee that has led until now is an un- 
official body with a relatively narrow base. It 
tends to suffer somewhat because of the political 
activities of one of its leaders. 

A representative, broadly-based committee ap- 
pointed by and responsible to Mayor Tucker and 
Supervisor Matthews would be a more fitting 
vehicle for gathering signatures’in both city and 
county if that in fact becomes necessary. This 
is an important activity. It deserves leadership 
by the top officials. 
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So the Spies Overlooked Sputnik 

It is interesting to learn that Sputnik was not 
shrouded in the usual heavy veils of secrecy that 
Moscow drapes over nearly all its scientific and 
military projects. A Soviet astronautic scientist, 
Professor Leonid Sedov, told the International 
Astronautic Congress at Copenhagen in August, 
1955, of Russia’s intention to beat the United 
States in launching an earth satellite. And 
although Sputnik was discussed in Soviet scien- 
tific magazines for a year and its frequencies 
listed in a Soviet radio magazine as an alert for 
Russian amateur radio operators, Sputnik burst 
on the world like a bombshell. Perhaps Sputnik 
has a lesson for all nations plagued with spies: 


Do not conceal it and nobody will believe it until 
it works.

Farmers’ Loss at Hell’s Canyon 

Abundant, low-cost phosphate fertilizer for 
American farms is one of the benefits the coun- 
try should be gaining from development of the 
Hell’s Canyon dam site, but will lose if the in- 
complete private development now under way 
pre-empts the site. The amount of electric 
power production and fleod control being 
forfeited at the Snake river site by the de- 
cision of the Eisenhower Administration to 
favor private over publie action has long been 
known. But the study showing the lost oppor- 
tunities in phosphate fertilizer production has 
just been made. :

The campaign against narcotics addiction 
which is being planned in St. Louis with the 
aid of the detective drug nalline opens up some 
brand new possibilities in law enforcement. It 
also raises the question whether, though it is 
entirely voluntary, constitutional safeguards

that the program as it works out in St. Louis. 
will commend itself for continued use. 

Nalline, itself a narcotic, causes the pupil of 
‘the eye to expand in the addict, to contract in 
the non-user. Thus it enables the police to ob- 
serve conclusive symptoms of addiction within 
30 to 90 minutes. Without nalline, there is only 
the cum method of hospitalizing the sus- 


pect up to five days, under a physician's repeated | 


observation—and §t. Louis has neither the hos- 
pital beds nor the doctors to do that. 7 

The practical results of the-nalline tests in 
Oakland and Alameda county were that convic- 
tions jumped from 34 a year to 220, and crimes 
of the kinds committed by addicts to obtain 
money fell by 21 per cent for shoplifting and by 
56 per cent for theft from locked automobiles. 

Probation and parole, used in combination 
with the nalline test, worked so effectively it 
was found that whereas 95 per cent ef those 
arrested for addiction had been staying on dope, 
now 65 per cent were staying off. Addicts were 
sentenced to three to five years’ probation and 
required to report at least once a month, on one 
day’s notice, to take the nalline test. Those who 
failed to pass the test were returned to custody. 

An unfortunate consequence of the Oakland 
and Alameda county campaign was a mass exo- 
dus of addicts across the bay to San Francisco 
and corresponding increases there in the rates 
of narcotics-connected crimes. 

St. Louis could duplicate San Francisco's ex- 
perience if nothing were done to prevent it, for 
Illinois plans a state-wide nalline drive on nar- 
cotics addiction starting in January: Circuit At- 
torney Eagleton and Police Board President 
Priest are therefore planning to repeat the Oak- 
land campaign in St. Louis. 

Dr. James G. Terry, medical officer of Ala- 
meda county, has now administered more than 
1500 nalline shots. Of 833 persons who have 
been arrested as suspected addicts, only 29 have 
refused to take the test. 

Dr. Terry is convinced nalline serves not only 
as a means of detection but, in combination 
with probation, as a treatment. 

In its legal aspects it may require determina- 
tion by the Missouri Supreme Court, though 
there have been only two appeals in California 
and those were withdrawn. As protection for 

the prisoner, Mr. Eagleton and Mr. Priest plan 
to have the physician and two policemen witness 
the signature to the consent form. These meas- 
ures would seem to offer a wise safeguard of 
the prisoner’s rights. 

The addiction problem grows nationally so 
serious that the nalline-and-probation method, 
with its record of accomplishment to date, seems 
well worth the trial. 
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Hats Off to Women Over 35 


An increasing number of married women 
over the age of 35 are proving their worth in 
gainful employment. The United States Census 
Bureau reports their age group has made by far 
the greatest recent increase among all age 
groups, in the country’s labor force. 

This is the more impressive because women 
run up against the age prejudice in employment 
even earlier than men. United States Labor De- 
partment studies indicate the age prejudices 
against employment met by women at the age 
of 30 are as great as those encountered by men 
at 45 or 50, 

Evidently, then, women in the labor force are 
proving their value and proving it against odds. 
And that is a fortunate development, for it is to 
the country’s advantage as well as to the indi- 
vidual’s for our entire national work force to be 
producing without prejudice on account of sex, 
age, race, color, religion or any other extra- 
neous consideration. 
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Lobbying in the True Light 

One of the best jobs for retired, or disestab- 
lished, members of Congress is that of lobbyist. 
The 1957 lobbyist registrations required by fed- 
eral law include a phalanx of “ex's”: James P. 
Kem of Missouri, Scott W. Lucas of Iljinois and 
Edwin C. Johnson of Colorade, former Senators, 
plus a host of former Representatives. 

Of the group Mr. Lucas, former Democratic 
Senate leader, is perhaps the most active lobby- 
ist. He ig registered for ‘seven diverse organ- 
izations, including the American Trucking Asso- 
ciation, the Roadside Business Association and 
the Republic of Panama. All have an obvious 
interest in congressional—that is, public—affairs. 
The roadside business group, for example, is the 
leading opponent of federal controls on highway 
billboard advertising, and Mr. Lucas was their 
successful spokesman. 

What makes a lobbyist successful? Mr. Lucas 
says the keys to success are “hard, cold facts 
presented in the true light.” Perhaps it also 
helps if the lobbyist knows his.way around the 
Capitol, but Mr. Lucas does not say.

Capital improvement programs 
include freeway construction, building 
of rapid-transit facilities, clearing of 
slums and rehabilitation of sections 
that can be saved. 
Private interests 
are erecting fac- 
tories, apartments, 
shopping centers 
and office build- 
ings.

The obstacles 
to be overcome in obtaining an ade- 
quate transit system for their com- 
munities will seem minor relative to 
the alternative difficulties of provid- 
ing highway and parking facilities. 

Very few cities will be able to sup- 
port two independent systems, free- 
ways and rapid transit. The obvious 
solution is to combine the two. ~~ 

It will make little difference to the 
public whether the transit service. is 
furnished by rail or by bus so long as 
fast and free-flowing movement is as- 
sured. The type of vehicle should de- 
pend largely on anticipated passenger 
loads. Operating costs will be lower 
with rail, however. 


Planning on Regional Basis 


It is unrealistic to expect the voters 
of a city to subsidize a rapid transit 
system which will benefit primarily 
the suburbanites—who sometimes even 
live in another state. The parent city 
will suffer, however, tf the suburban- 
ites stop working and shopping and 
doing business in the central city. The 
urban transit crisis, therefore, calls 
for a new type of statesmanship and 
a new type of municipal corporation.

In summer it uses the ice to 
cool air that’s too hot! (See diagram below)

in winter, cold air is blown through sprays of warmer water. 
The water loses its heat, freezes into mountains of solid ice. 
In the process, the latent heat of freezing is transferred to 
the air, warms it up for use inside the mine. 


At full capacity in a winter season, this system 
alone can generate as much heat as 350,000 gallons 
of fuel oil. During this period, 150,000 tons of ice 
may form. (See photo at left)

FORMOSANS NOW 
ARE 35 PCT. OF 
CHIANG’S FORCES 


© New York Times News Srvice 
TAIPEI, Formosa, Oct. 17— 
Nationalist China’s 600,000- 
man military force is now 35 
per cent Formosan, according 
to military authorities here. 

The demobilization of over- 
age and otherwise unfit men 
from the China mainland and 
the steady recruiting of For- 
mosans in recent years has 
brought about this proportion. 
It will increase as the years 
go on and ‘eventually the Na- 
tionalist forces will be pre- 
aominantly Formosan. 

Gen. Chiang Ching-kuo, dep- 
uty secretary general of the 
National Defense Council, said 
the increasing proportion of 
Formosans in the Nationalist 
forces is creating no morale 
problem so far as aspirations 
of the Nationalists to return to 
the mainland are concerned. 

Gen. Chiang, son of Gener- 
alissimo Chiang Kai-shek, said 
political indoctrination among 
Formosan troops emphas 
that they are Chinese “just 
like the other Chinese from 
the mainland.” He said the 
Formosans spoke the national 
language and had a national 
outlook just like the mainland- 
ers in the armed forces. 

“They also would like to res- 
cue mainland China from the 
Communists,” the General said. 


“After all, their ancestors came | 


from the mainland just as 
we did.”

A Salute to Macaroni Products 
Shape of Pasta Makes a Difference 


More Than 200 Shapes 
of Pasta—There’s a 
Reason; a Report on 


Local Supplies.

F any food ever deserved a 
| week” of its own, certainly 

macaroni does since it is a 
staple in almost every house- 
hold. Incidently, that generic 
term “macaroni” is used to in- 
clude macaroni, spaghetti and 
egg noodles in an astonishing 
number of shapes and sizes. 


The Italians are credited 
with having created more than 
200 different shapes including 
elbows, coiled or bunched rods, 
alphabets, shells, cunning little 
bow ties, stars and seeds. 

There is more to this busi- 
ness of fancy shapes than just 
artistic whimsy; the shape 
makes a world of difference 
to the truly discriminating pas- 
ta fancier who will insist that 
each variation results in a dif- 
ferent flavor, primarily be- 
cause of the different ways in 
which the macaroni catches 
and holds the sauce. 

Not all of these shapes may 
be found in your favorite gro- 
cery store; some are carried 
only in Italian groceries or 
specialty shops (and their pur- 
suit can be a fascinating hob- 
by). 

It is interesting to note that 
some of these Italian shops 
also carry an enriched macar- 
oni with added wheat germ 
which is said to contain 20 
per cent protein. Many Italian 
cooks feel that this high pro- 
tein gives better texture; that 
the macaroni cooks “al dente” 
without leaving a hard core, 
or very tender without becom- 
ing soggy. 

Whether or not you pursue 
the art of pasta cookery to 
this fine point, it is certain 
that macaroni products have 
a place, and deservedly so, 
in the culinary scheme of 
things in most households.

As autumn apples take over, 
many of the summer fruits 
gracefully bow out of the pic- 
ture.

Cantaloupes are 
rapidly becoming a thing of 
the past, although we do still 
have Cranshaw, Casaba and 
Persian melons and some out- 
standing honeydews. Italian 
prunes are virtually gone; the 
few that remain are priced 
sky-high. 

Juice grapes for making wine 
are in season, but are far more 
expénsive than they have been 
in recent years. Red, black and 
white table grapes and some 
lingering Michigan blue Con- 
cords are around town. 

Prices are far from cheap 
on Comice and Bartlett pears. 
Our own Kieffers may be a bit 
rough-looking, but don’t scorn 
their flavor. 


: As for citrus, you may find 


some excellent values in lem- 
ons; oranges aren't too plenti- 
ful although there are some 
very flavorful ones coming in 
from Texas and the first of 
the good, mature Florida ones 
arrived this week. 

The markets are. becoming 
as colorful as the trees as in- 
creasing supplies of cranber- 
ries add their gay touch, per- 
simmons, promegranates and 
pumpkins (ranging all the 
way from little ones up to 
whoppers destined to grin 
wickedly on Oct. 31) put in 
their seasonal appearance.

HERE are all sorts of romantic tales told about the origin

lost in time you may take your pick. One legend from 
ancient days in Greece refers to this interesting food; in the 
language at that time “macaroni” meant “The Divine Food”, 
and it was supposedly a gift from the gods of Olympus, given 
so that the grains of the field might be enjoyed more fully. 


Another legend centers 
around German bakers during 
the thirteenth century; at that 
time bakers fashioned large, 
symbolic figures from dough. 
The baked dough appeared in 
all sorts of forms—men, birds, 
stars, et cetera which were 
known as “dough men.” even- 
tually, the story goes, German 
traders introduced the “dough 
men” to Genoa, Italy where 
the size of the dough forms 
was reduced to cut the cost. 

Charming as these stories 
may be, the popularity of pasta 
is attributable to its more prac- 
tical virtues—it's inexpensive, 
it’ cooks quickly and without 
waste, and it can be used in 
countless ways.

Poulet a la Creme Might Fill the Bill, and It's Not Too Difficult to Fit

E received a letter the 

other day from a young 

wife who said she never 
knew, until she started reading 
this column, that there were 
more than two ways to cook a 
chicken—fried and baked.

Condensation. 


NE of the most effective 
() ways to prevent condensa- 

tion on walls and windows 
is to insulate the walls and 
equip the windows with storm 
sashes. 


Insulation and storm win- 
dows accomplish the same 
thing—they prevent the inside 
surface of the wall and the in- 
side window glass from becom- 
ing chilled. If these surfaces 
are warm rather than cold and 
if the moisture content of the 
air inside the house is not ab- 
normally high, you won't find 
moisture or frost forming on 
these surfaces. 

We must point out, however, 
that if the moisture content of 
the air inside the house is very 
high, you may find condensa- 
tion occurring on the window 
glass in spite of the storm 
sash. 

Many people have the mis- 
taken belief that insulation of 
the walls and roof of a house 
is responsible for condensation 
rather than a remedy for it. 
What actually happens is that 
when a house is insulated the 
insulation fills many of the 
cracks and joints that allowed 
the moist air inside the house 
to flow outdoors. 

Condensation is more com- 
mon in newer and better built 
homes than in older homes that 
are not very tight and allow 
for a lot of air leakage. 

Condensation is also more 
common in homes where the 
inside air temperature is kept

Famed Black Watch Regiment 
On 57-City Tour of Canada 
And U.S. — Here Saturday

NEW YORK, Oct. 17. 

HE pipers, dancers and 
T regimental band of the 

Black Watch (Royal High- 
land) Regiment will take over 
Kiel Auditorium Convention 
Hall in St. Leuis Saturday for 
a program of marching cere- 
monies, musie and highland 
dancing that has been drawing 
packed houses and inspiring 
standing ovations in the various 
places they have so far visited 
on their 57-city tour of Canada 
and the United States. 

Cymbals whirling and bag- 
pipes skirling, the company of 
100 men under the command 
of Major Claud MacBeth Moir 
is now moving across the 
country with a show of unique 
pageantry which recently sold 
out New York’s huge Madison 
Square Garden three times. 

Members of a proud regi- 
ment that was raised on the 
banks of the River Tay in 
Perthshire in 1739, the Black 
Watch pipers, drummers and 
bandsmen have seen service all 
over the world in peace and 
war. As recently as 1942 at the 
battle of El Alamein pipers 
were to be seen leading the 
Black Watch into action and it 
was at E] Alamein that a 19- 
year-old piper named MclIn- 
tyre, hit three times, played his 
pipes for his battalion lying on 
the ground until he died\\ 

“The pipes and drums a?e an 
integral part of the Regiment,” 
Major Moir explained, “and 
the men are recruited in the 
normal way as fighting sol- 
diers, then volunteering for 
pipes and drums. A first-rate 
piper, by the way, is not easy 
to come by.” 

No ordinary musician, it is 
said, can master the strath- 
speys, reels and pibrochs which 
make up a piper’s repertory. 
Many of these compositions 
date from the days of the Mac- 
Crimmons, hereditary pipers to 
the MacLeods of Skye. 

“The MacCrimmons were the 
greatest family of pipers ever 
known,” Moir said. “They had 
a school at Dunvegan and they 
claimed that the only way to 
make a good piper was to have 
seven generations of pipers in 
the family and then give the 
yeung piper seven years of 
study.” 

Pipe Major John McNicol, in 
charge of pipers on the Black 
Watch tour, is a piper in the 
old MacCrimmons tradition. 
He began to play the pipes at 
the age of five and enlisted in 
the Black Watch in 1934. In 
1943 he was appointed Pipe 
Major of the Second Battalion 
and during the last war saw 
service in Crete, Tobruk and 
Burma. 

Black Watch Bandmaster 
John Baker also began instruc- 
tion on the bagpipes as a mere 
child. Enlisting in the Army 
as a band boy at the age of 15, 
he later attended the Royal 
Mili School of Music and 

w'holds two imposing titles 
—Associate of the Royal Col-

The invasion of North Amer- 
ica by the Pipes and Drums 
and Regimental Band is not 
the first by members of the 
famous regiment which was 
originally formed more than 
200 years ago to “watch” the 
Highlands of Scotland. In 1756 
when the French and Indian 
War broke out, the Black 
Watch Regiment was shipped 
to New York. The kilted mem- 
bers of the Black Watch fought 
one of its most famous battles 
at Fort Ticonderoga in 1758. 
During the War of Indepen- 
dence the Black Watch was 
again sent to North America 
and the skirl of the bagpipes 


was heard as General George: 


Washington was driven from 
Brooklyn and at the battle of 
White Plains. The official his- 
tory of the Black Watch states 
however: “We can boast no 
battle honours for our part in 
the American War of Indepen- 
dence, because it was rightly 
decreed that battle honours 
should not be granted for a 
war with our kith and kin.” 
The most famous battle hon- 
or won by the Black Watch was 
during the Napoleonic Wars 
when it was granted the right 
to wear “The Red Hackle,” a 
red vulture feather in its bon- 
nets. The history of the Black 
Watch shows that it fought in 
India under Wellesley; in 
Egypt where they practically 
destroyed Napoleon's “Invin- 
cible Legion” at the Battle of 
Alexandria; at Waterloo; in 
the Crimea where they fought 
in the Battles of Balaclava and

Sevastopol; in World War I 
when a total of five battalions 
was raised; and in the second 
World War when the regiment
